To the Inhabitants of the town of Raymond, in the 
County of Rockingham and said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Odd Fellows 
Hall in said Raymond on Tuesday, the 8th day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act yee the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing.

feet wide and 56 feet long, running southeasterly from 
the land owned by Francis W. Falconer, for the sum 
of fifty dollars ($50). 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay the fire company. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Dudley-Tucker library. 


11. To see if the town will vote to install a street 
light on the Plains, so-called, near the residence of 
Ralph Willoughby and raise and appropriate money 
for same. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money in the anticipation of 
taxes. 


13. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to the observance of Lord’s day as provided under 
Section 1, Chapter 155, Session Laws of 1931.

Upon the appearance of four cases of Diphtheria 
in October, 1930, the school nurse assisted Dr. How- 
land, Health Officer, in taking eighty-two throat and 
nose cultures. These were reported negative by the 
State Laboratory. The following week fifty-eight pu- 
pils received the prophylactic dose of anti-toxin.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Raymond: 


In this his third annual report the Superintendent 
wishes to consider enrollment and organization, health 
supervision, other activities, building facilities, equip- 
ment and finances. 


Enrollment and Organization 

The total school enrollment this year numbers 
two hundred sixty-eight, and the average membership 
nearly two hundred fifty pupils. One hundred nine of 
these are enrolled in the approved six-year high school. 
There are now twenty-one out-of-town pupils, repre- 
senting Chester, Candia, Deerfield, Nottingham and 
Sandown. 

Late in the summer your teacher of commerce, 
Mildred E. Thompson, resigned to accept a similar po- 
sition in the Laconia High School. The vacancy was 
filled by the election of Miss Elizabeth J. Cotter of 
Wollaston, Mass. Miss Cotter is a graduate of Bos- 
ton University in the Class of 1931. 

The vacancy in the third and fourth grades, 
caused by the withdrawal of Mary J. Reidy, was filled 
by the election of Miss Josephine DiMauro, a gradu- 
ate of Lowell Normal School. Miss DiMauro came to 
Raymond after three years of successful experience in 
the schools of Chester. 

Miss Rachel Hartford, a graduate of New Hamp- 
shire University, who last spring served as substitute 
teacher of French and Latin in the position made va- 
cant by the resignation of Mrs. Josephine F. Welch, 
was this year elected to fill the vacancy. Miss Hart- 
ford is also director of assembly activities in the junior 
high school and coach of basketball in the senior high 
school. 

At present you have a staff of trained teachers 
who, with a single exception, have had previous to this

year some experience in teaching. This is a valuable 
asset to efficient schools and a source of educational 
economy not to be overlooked. 


Health Supervision 

In the separate report of your School Nurse there 
may be found the health statistics for the year ending 
in June, 1931. 

The close and effective supervision rendered by the 
nurse last year during the appearance of diphtheria 
and this year in the case of scarlet fever was appre- 
ciated by parents and teachers. This service was also 
economically valuable in stabilizing attendance. 

At the present time a dental clinic, sponsored by 
the local Red Cross, is being conducted for school chil- 
dren on one or more days a week. Dr. Fay T. Bowen 
of Exeter is the physician in charge. He is assisted 
by the School Nurse. 


Other Activities 

In June, 1931, a class of four members, George 
Fesendon Blanchard, Lillian Iris Dockham, Hollis 
Stevens Downing, and Rosebelle Elizabeth Gordon, was 
graduated from the Senior High School. Professor 
Justin O. Wellman of New Hampshire University was 
the speaker. 

The present senior class has a membership of 
twenty-two. As a class it has attained leadership 
both in scholastic and practical courses and in extra- 
school activities including athletics, debating and prize 
speaking. 

This vear at the Eastern States Exposition in 
Springfield in the speaking contest, sponsored by the 
Junior Farmers of America, New Hampshire, in com- 
petition with nine other states, was represented by 
Paul Traver, winner of first place in the state contest 
at Durham and a senior in the Raymond High School. 
The four prizes at the inter-state contest in Spring-

field were awarded as follows: Massachusetts first, 
Maine second, New Hampshire third, New York State 
fourth. 

The new baseball uniforms, purchased and pre- 
sented to the High School by the business and pro- 
fessional men of the town, and other expressions of 
their interest in school athletics have been a valuable 
incentive to the teams. 

Other activities relating to your High School will 
be found in the report of the Headmaster. 

With its improved facilities the winter lunch ser- 
vice of the school has gained in popularity. The sale 
of lunches has averaged nearly one hundred dollars a 
month. This food service is not only self supporting 
but has paid in part for the permanent equipment in- 
volved in the project. 7 

The abandonment of shop work for the boys of the 
fifth and sixth grades has been found of advantage. 
The making of “Art Fibre’ furniture has been sub- 
stituted. Popular projects among the boys are sew- 
ing and smoking stands, stools, costumers, and flower 
racks. 

The gift to the first and second grades of a com- 
plete set of rhythm band instruments by the Parent- 
Teacher Association has meant much in pleasure and 
appreciation to these beginners in music. Throughout 
the grades and high school the results of systematic 
instruction, now directed for three years by your teach- — 
er of music, is noticeable in better appreciation and 
keener interest in good music. 

The medal presented annually by the Sons of the 
American Revolution to the boy or girl of the eighth 
grade, who by vote of classmates and teachers has best 
exemplified the habits of good ‘citizenship, was 
awarded in June to Harry Knowlton. In line with this 
annual award these-ten citizenship habits, cleanliness, 
co-operation, courtesy, dependableness, honesty, obedi- 
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ence, politeness, promptness, quietness, truthfulness, 
are beginning to receive equal or even greater impor- 
tance than scholastic marks in the rating of elemen- 
tary school pupils. Whenever report cards indicate a 
citizenship habit unsatisfactory or a failure in schol- 
astic work, parents are urged to confer with the teach- 
er and thus co-operate in securing improvement. It 
is to every child’s advantage that the school and home 
have a mutual understanding of his needs. To this 
end the Parent-Teacher Association often renders a 
valuable service. 


Building Facilities 

Pursuant with the action of the School District 
taken on June 27, 1931, at the special meeting auth- 
orized by the Superior Court, work was begun early in 
July on a two-story addition to the western end of the 
main building. This occupies a ground area measur- 
ing thirty-six by thirty feet. Materials and design 
follow closely those of the original building. By this 
addition there are provided two large classrooms with 
adjacent corridors, a second exit by stairway from the 
upper floor of the entire building, a supply room on the 
first floor, superintendent’s office and committee room 
on the second floor, and two finished rooms in the base- 
ment, one equipped for the domestic science kitchen 
and the other for the sewing and dining room. A 
stairway from the first corridor leads down to the 
sewing room. The kitchen is reached either through 
the sewing room or by a vestibule entrance from out- 
of-doors. 

Minor improvements include a rollway entrance 
to the boiler room and a cement walk between the main 
building and the front lawn. This lawn, which was 
put in last spring with the help of the agricultural 
classes, adds much to the setting of the building. 

The report of the state high school inspector, af- 
ter his visit in November, reads, “‘The building was 
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found in excellent order. The additions which have 
been made since the last visit are very acceptable and 
relieve a disciplinary situation which has bothered for 
some time.” 

A very serious fire hazard has also been reduced 
by the additional exit by stairway from the upper floor. 

Acknowledgment of appreciation is due the 
builders for their interest and efficiency manifested in 
the completion of the addition in time for its use at the 
opening of schools in September. 


Equipment 

The equipping of additional rooms and the exten- 
sion of laboratory facilities made necessary by the en- 
larged classes in the senior high school have necessi- 
tated an expenditure in excess of the district budget 
of last March. This is being partially met by the in- 
creased income from high school tuitions which like- 
wise have exceeded the estimate of a year ago. 

Although the cost of heating facilities for the new 
rooms over-ran the original estimate, the system is so 
balanced that the two steam boilers formerly in use 
have been found adequate to heat both the original 
building and the addition. By transfer of the domes- 
tic science classes to their new quarters regular heat- 
ing of the former home economics building has been 
eliminated. This cottage is now used for occasional 
dental and other clinic work. 

Each of the two new class rooms is equipped with 
four 150-watt lamps in diffusion shades. Similar shades 
and lamps of less power are used in the three smaller 
rooms. | . 

All blackboards are of natural slate. 

In the basement kitchen and dining room an in- 
laid linoleum, cemented to the waterproofed concrete, 
provides floors comfortable to stand on and easily kept 
clean. The domestic science tables from the old kitch- 
en have been refinished and are used in the new room. 
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For the dining room two twelve-foot tables have been 
built recently by the boys of the farm-shop classes. Two 
dozen dining chairs have been added to accommodate 
sewing classes and patrons of the lunch service. 

Within the year thirty adjustable chair-desk sets 
have been purchased for the high school assembly 
room. At least twenty more sets must be added to 
properly seat the enrollment next September. 

To accommodate classes of twenty or more pupils 
it became necessary to move the physics and chemistry 
laboratory to larger quarters, formerly occupied by the 
second grade and adjoining the farm-shop building. To 
meet the class enrollment two science tables were 
added. These are of the convertible type and readily 
adjustable to use for either physics or chemistry. 
Laboratory stools were made by the farm-shop classes. 
To eliminate the danger from laboratory use of alcohol 
and gasoline blast lamps and to increase the efficiency 
of lunch service a ‘‘Pyrofax” gas unit was installed. 
This supplies gas to fourteen Bunsen burners in the 
science laboratory and to two three-burner flats in the 
domestic science kitchen. 

Aside from the twenty chair-desk sets mentioned 
above the outlay for new equipment next year should 
be small. 


Finances 

Funds are now available to reduce the bonded in- 
debtedness on the original school building to $8,750. 
The debt on the recent addition is $6,000 distributed 
in six notes of $1,000 each and held by the Amoskeag 
Savings Bank of Manchester. 

In the total assessment of $17,805.12 recommended 
by your Board to meet current expenditures for the 
year beginning July 1, 1932, $1,250 is intended for pay- 
ment of principal of the old bonds, $1,000 for the pay- 
ment of first note held by the Amoskeag Savings Bank, 
and $737.50 for the payment of interest on the total 
district debt. 
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Through state aid of $2,299.38 for support of ele- 
mentary schools and estimated tuition receipts in high 
school, you are able to meet by an increased appro- 
priation of $305.12 above last year’s total ($17,500) a 
payment of principal and interest on the new debt of 
$1,300. 

Expenditures for this year in excess of appro- 
priations occur under the following items:

Due to premiums on accident insurance, carried 
during the period of construction, and on new insur- 
ance on the addition there will be demanded an over- 
expenditure to meet this item before the close of the 
fiscal year in June. 

Since these items, building and equipment, repre- 
sent permanent improvement and added capacity for 
the accommodation of tuition pupils, it is reeommended 
that the district authorize a limited increase in its 
school debt. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion I want to thank the members of 
your Board and of the Board of Selectmen and other 
citizens for their hearty co-operation in the enlarge- 
‘ment and improvement of Raymond’s school facilities. 
I also wish to commend the service rendered by your 
staff of teachers, for in the final analysis buildings and 
equipment do not make efficient schools. Wisdom, tact 
and patience in those who lead are greater essentials. 
I have observed these as I have gone in and out among 
your schools.

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A BRIEF REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


There has been a total enrollment of seventy-one 
in the Senior High and thirty-seven in the Junior High. 
This is the largest enrollment the school has had, and 
has already proven the wisdom of the addition which 
was built during the summer. The senior class, with 
twenty-two members, will be the largest ever to be 
graduated by the school. 

The Junior King’s Daughters, the Hi-Y and the 
Agricultural Club have continued their activities, while 
a new club, the Junior Audubon Society, was organized 
this year. The King’s Daughters and the Hi-Y, with 
the help of the Home Economics Department, dis- 
tributed food, vegetables, etc., at Thanksgiving, and in 
cooperation with both the Home Economics and the 
Manual Training Departments, collected and repaired 
a large number of toys of all kinds, which were given 
away at Christmas. 

The Hi-Y Club secured a Christmas tree for the 
Common. The members wish to thank Phillip Fox 
and the New Hampshire Gas & Electric Company for 
furnishing electricity for lighting the tree, and An- 
drew Gordon for doing the wiring and furnishing the 
bulbs. Also they wish to express their appreciation 
to Mr. Evans and Mr. Dudley for permission to cut the 
tree. It has been suggested that an evergreen tree be 
set in the Common to serve as a living Christmas tree, 
and this project may be taken up by the Hi-Y in the 
spring. 

The debating team which was organized two years 
ago, is having a successful season. To date they have 
won three debates and lost none. The real value of 
debating is the acquiring of ability to speak convinc- 
ingly, to think clearly and to see the relative impor- 
tance of arguments and ideas. That this is being ac- 
complished is evident to those who have heard the de- 
bates. 
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The basketball teams are showing much improve- 
ment as a result of efficient coaching. Lack of prac- 
tice is all that has prevented a very successful season. 
The teams are playing hard, clean basketball, and are 
winning their share of games now, but the early sea- 
son’s record showed the result of lack of practice. The 
ideal of athletics for all cannot be met until we have a 
gymnasium, which is needed for the benefit of the 
health of all the pupils. When we realize the amount 
paid out each year as a result of this lack, it can be 
seen that it is not a true economy to continue without 
this needed addition. 

The appearance of the campus has been improved . 
by a lawn in front of the schoolhouse, while the danger 
of automobiles has been lessened by a one-way drive 
around the schoolhouse. If everyone cooperates by 
driving around the building the lawns can be kept in 
better condition while the danger of backing onto a 
child is eliminated. 

The faculty and student body wish to express their 
thanks to Dr. Fernald for the gift of an encyclopedia 
and to the unknown donor of a two-year subscription 
to the United States Daily, which is proving invalu- 
able to the debating team and is used constantly by 
the history classes. They also wish to express their 
appreciation for the cooperation of the people of the 
community in supporting all school functions.
